Sincu.ar Manuracrure.—It is probably very little 
known that an extensive manufacture is carried on in 
this neighborhood, by which old rags are made into 
new cloth. Yet such is the fact, and to so great an 
extent does this manufacture prevail, that at least 
five million pounds weight of woollen rags are yearly 
imported from Germany and other parts for this 
purpose. The rags aresubjected to a machine which 
tears them to pieces, and reduces them nearly to their 
primitive state of wool ; and they are then, with a 
small admixture of new wool, again carded, slubbed, 
spun, and woven; and they make a cloth not very 
strong, but answering very well for paddings, shod- 
dies, and other purposes of that nature. The inge- 
nuity deserves praise which thus resurrectionises 
el , and gives it asecond existence.

East with the remote South and West. Already a 
portion of it is open and has been for some months 
past—the line between Bristol and the Delaware, 
opposite Trenton. In afew weeks, the section that | 
connects Phladelphia with Bristol, will be ready for 
the locomotive. This section, which runs through a 
lovely country, is equally level with that between 
Bristol and Trenton. The principal delay in its crea. | 
tion, has arisen from the construction of three oe | 
four bridges crossing creeks that run into the Dela- | 
ware. The rails are laid on a greater portion of the | 
distance, and the road during the other portions is 
nearly ready to receive the remaining rails. It is in- | 
tended, we believe, to continue this rail road through 
to New York. At present, the only difficulty in the 
way of completing this great improvement, and thus | 
beginning the great line of continous rail road trans. | 
portation which will unite the South and North to- | 
gather, is the want of corporate power in the New | 
Brunswick and Trenton Turnpike Company to ex- 
ercise the rights ofa Transportation Company. 
That section of the rail road which runs between 
New Brunswick and Jersey City opposite New York, 
is now actively under way.

But the 
Supreme Court of the Union interposed, opened the 
navigation of the Hudson to enterprise, and already 
New York and the whole country are reaping the 
fruits of its wisdom and patriotism. 

But the spirit of monopoly was not killed. Re. 
treating from the water, it sought the dry land. It 
would prevent, if it could, the improvements called 
for by the age. Every liberal mind will cheerfully 
admit that enterprise should be allowed to enjoy its 
just fruits. This admission does not by any means 
go the length of tying up men and States from avail 
ing themselves of the natural and physical advanta- 
ges which the God of nature may have blessed them 
withal. 

There is therefore a question springing up, con 
nected with the interests of New Jersey and the 
whole Atlantic sea board, which is well worthy the 
full and patient investigation of the people of New 
Jersey previous to the next session of their legisla- 
ture. In order that our readers in that state may 
understand this question in all its bearings, we may 
take occasion at an early day to republish all, or por- 
tions at least, of the excellent and powerful paper of 
the Hon. Roger B. Taney, on the subject of the New 
Brunswick and Trenton Turnpike Company. It is 
one of the distinguished features in the character of 
the much abused Ex-Secretary, that his principles 
are not put off and put on according to the amount 
of a professional fee, or the size of an official salary. 
The same hostility to monopoly, in every shape, 
which has marked his career in public life, distin- 
guishes his professional! and personal character. The 
same powerful and convineing arguments with which 
he has demolished the United States Bank monopoly, 
apply with equal force to the Camden and Amboy 
Riil Road monopoly. And little avail will it be, in- 
deed, if a monied monopoly that rules States and 
men, should be allowed to go to the “tomb of the 
Capulets ;” but that a rail road one—a chip of the 
same block—a concern that wields capital equal to 
one-sixth of the Bank capital, should be permitted 
to legislate for a sovereign State, and throw shackles 
over the improvements of the age—should prevent 
enterprise from exerting its own energies—and ac- 
tually adjourn the improvement of the whole Atlan 
tic sea board, until half a dozen respectable individu- 
als should have amassed immense fortunes, snd ob. 
tained overgrown wealth.

THE CHARLESTOWN RIOT. 
We copy below, from various Boston papers, all 
the particulars yet knownof the most shameful and 
atrocious outrage which has been committed in the 
neighborhood of Boston, a more diabolical and cow- 
ardly proceeding than which we do not reccollect 
ever to have heard of. We do hope and trust that the 
leaders in the atrocious proceeding will be ferreted 
out and made to suffer the full penalty of the law, 
and we are happy to see that meetings of the citizens 
of Boston and Charlestown have been held, by which 
proper means have been taken toynake the discovery. 
These meetings were composed principally of Pro- 
testants, and, to their credit be it spoken, they have 
denounced the proceeding in unmeasured terms, and 
authorized the authorities to use all lawful means to 
repair the damage that has been done to the Catholics. 
(From the Boston Morning Post.) 

It is well known, that for some days past a ground. 
less rumor has prevailed in Charlestown and its vi- 
cinity, that a young lady, placed in the Catholic Con- 
vent, as a candidate for the veil, has been secreted 
or abducted, through the machinations of the con- 
troling agents of the establishment, and was not to 
be found by her friends. In consequence of this ra- 
mor, a great excitement was created in Charlestown, 
and open threats of burning down the Convent were 
uttered, but scarcely credited, till 10 o’cleck on 
Monday night, when a large mob collected round 
the institution, calling out, ‘‘give us the figure head,” 
meaning, probably, the Superior, and communicated 
their design to carry their threat into exeeution, and 
gave them acertain timetoretire. At this moment, 
the Convent contained twelve Nuns, and fifty-seven 
female scholars, some of whom were of a very ten- 
der age. One of the latter informed us, that at the 
first annunciation, all, or nearly all, the nuns swoon. 
ed, and were not aroused to a sense of their danger- 
ous situation, until the heralds of destruction return. 
ed and reiterated their mission, with threats of burn- 
ing the nuns with the building. 

The unfortunate ladies then retired to the garden, 
carrying with them such articles of value as were 
within reach. In order to accelerate their flight, tar 
barrels were brought near to the walls, and ignited, 
and as soon as the building was deserted, the assail- 
ants entered, with flaming torches, and after flying 
through the apartments, which were fitfully illumin. 
ated, by the transient, but glaring blaze of the torch. 
es, they were simultaneously applied at twenty dis- 
tinct points, among the curtains and drapery of the 
rooms, and instantly the interior of the institution 


_ ‘was enveloped in one general conflagration. The 


astounded refugees first gathered round the tomb, at 
the bottom of the garden, but were soon driven from 
this sanctuary by the ruthless avengers of an imagi- 
nary wrong, and were compelled to fly to the adjoin. 
ing fields and neighboring houses for safety. A 
large number found a retreat in the house of Mr. Jo. 
seph Adams, at Winter Hill. The mob burst open 
the tomb and ransacked the coffins, but retired with- 
out offering any other outrage to the ashes of the 
dead. The torches were applied about 11 o’clock, 
and the Boston engines, responsive to the tocsin of 
alarm, immediately repaired to the Spot, but were 
prevented from acting against the fire, by the sur- 
rounding multitude, which, we are informed, were 
not less than four thousand in number. We under. 
stand that Mr. Runey attempted to read the riot act, 
but without effect ; and the mobocrats did not cease 
from their exertions till the main building, together 
with the chapel, out-houses, and even the gardener’s 
dwelling were entirely destroyed. ‘The few articles 
that the nuns and scholars succeeded in carrying to 
the garden, were seized upon by the destroyers, and 
thrown back into the flames, and nothing was rescu- 
ed from ruin except what was actually attached to 
their persons. When the nefarious undertaking was 
thoroughly accomplished, fragments of fire and com. 
bustibles were collected, and a bonfire lit up as a sig- 
nal of triumph..
